Pro mpt Respo nse Seen 
"We expect a 
prompt 
and 
sympathetic response from the 
railroad 
officials," 
the 
general 
manager told the directors and 
assemb led 
growers. 
"We 
feel 
sure they realize that present 
returns will soon make it impos­ 
sib le for the industry to move 
the entire crop to m arket at 
existing freight rates.” 
Armstrong 
a n n o u n c e d that 
while the exchange has collab ­ 
orated with the government and 
the railroads for years in testing 
and improving refrigerator cars,

Women pay mu ch more atten ­ 
tion to the cov erin g of their feet 
than d o men . In a perfectly ra­ 
tion al world , women wou ld wear 
the same ty pe of shoe for all pu r­ 
poses.

j wear low-heeled shoes for walk­ 
in g, somethin g with a slight heel 
for sports, an d a high-heeled shoe 
for d an cin g.

said

Morgenthau would be interest­ 
ed in ship mov ements because of 
the duties imposed by law on the 
customs bureau.

OF OUR READERS 
A reader of the Register has the following to 
say : 
“Su rely y ou do not advocate redu cing ou r 
lab oring classes to the level of Japanese workers, 
do y ou ? 
“I know y ou advocate free trade and I am u n­ 
ab le to u nderstand how decent wages cou ld b e 
maintained u nder su ch a plan. 
“Won’t y ou try soon in “The Register” to make 
this m atter clear to a mere woman. There are 
mu ltitu des of others of my m ental calib er who 
might like to know' too.” 
A decent respect for the qu estions of ou r read­ 
ers, requ ires a very definite answer to this in­ 
qu iry *. With this idea in mind, we have arranged 
to answer the qu estion as to how free trade with 
Japan, or any other nation, will raise the standard 
of living of the workers instead of lowering 
them, as the inqu irer seems to think, b y pu b lishing 
in serial form a small b ook on economic re-edu ca­ 
tion, written last y ear b y John Ru stgard, a very 
practical economist.

The first installment appears in this issu e. It 
will b e noted that the w riter is preparing the 
reader, in the first installm ent so that he will 
b e ab le to u nderstand how freely exchanging 
goods b enefits all parties. The w riter has a very 
simple, plain method that explains how' wealth 
cannot b e hoarded and has to b e distrib u ted and 
thu s b enefits all hu manity . The b ook is small and 
can b e pu rchased for fifty cents from the Nidar 
Book Company at Bab son Park, Florida, or from 
the Horn Book Company in Santa Ana, if the 
reader desire* to read it all in b ook form rather 
than in installments. 
If we are to again retu rn to prosperity , it is of 
the u tmost importance that those people w*ho are 
ab le to u nderstand b y reading come to u nderstand 
the fu ndam ental principles of economics so that 
they may explain to those people who cannot 
clearly get an u nderstanding b y reading. 
The more one gets to u nderstand political econ 
omy , the more it will b e fou nd that it is actu ally in 
harmony with the teachings of Jesu s. So, a stu dy 
of sou nd political economy will b e a great help in 
u nderstanding tru e Christian philosophy . 
The 
b ook is certainly well w'orth the time of any 
man to read, especially when there is so mu ch 
war ab road in the land and war is a very definite 
resu lt of not u nderstanding political and economic 
qu estions. It is simply a m atter of economic self 
preservation that we get enou gh people to u nder­ 
stand the cau ses of war. We know of no b ook that 
b etter explains it than “Arm ament and Economic 
Re-Edu cation—W hich?” starting in today ’s issu e 
Of The Register, on the First Page. 


BUSINESS MARCHES ON 
That wasn’t a m irage y ou saw—the b u siness 
cu rve is really heading toward the ceiling. 
Glance at the evidence, noticeab le in reports 
and u tterances released every day . John W. Hanes, 
u ntil recently u nder-secretary of the Treasu ry , 
!who might b e expected to know, had this to say : 
''There are signs that, if the ab norm al circu m ­ 
stances and conditions ab road do not prevent, we 
have b egu n to enjoy w hat shou ld b e a reasonab ly 
* long and su stained period of good b u siness, in­ 
creased indu strial produ ction and higher em­ 
ploy ment.”

COLLECTIVE BARGAINING'S EFFECT ON 
CHARACTER 


The words “collective b argaining” are u sed 
here to mean any lab or grou p comb ining for the 
pu rpose of attem pting to raise wages b y threa t­ 
ening or agreeing collectively not to sell services 
for less than a given price if the employ er pay s 
any lab or less than the demanded price for the 
same work. 
The w crst part of collective b argaining is not 
that it deprives other workers of what they are 
entitled to, b u t it degrades the character of those 
W'ho initiate and perpetu ate it. 
It wrecks and deb ases their character b ecau se it 
takes aw'ay from its memb ers the right to u se their 
individu al conscience in deciding their social re­ 
sponsib ilities to their fellowman and compels them 
to u se in its place the decisions of the majority , or 
of those grab b ing control of the collective b ar 
gaining grou p. 
It wTecks their character b ecau se when they 
cannot u se their individu al conscience, they grad 
u ally and often w ithou t their knowledge lose 
their conscience, ju st as a man acqu ires a dru g 
hab it, withou t relay ing it. They are forced to ar­ 
rive a t a dou b le standard of “right.” 
It wrecks their character b ecau se it teaches 
those who participate that they are entitled to re­ 
wards which other American citizens, who are will­ 
ing and ab le to perform equ al service, are not en­ 
titled to. 
It wrecks their character b ecau se it teaches 
them to b elieve tha t men can live b y b read alone 
and are not ob liged to b e governed b y some u ni­ 
versal principle, some natu ral order or law. 
It wrecks their character b ecau se it gives them 
pou 'er to make decisions as to valu es when they 
have not earned this right b y their own accom­ 
plishments. 
It wrecks their character b ecau se it teaches its 
memb ers to lose faith in their own ab ility to earn 
a living on a free m arket b asis.

It wrecks their character b ecau se it sanctions 
its advocates b eing tricky and u ntru thfu l in try ­ 
ing to make the pu b lic b elieve they do not lim it 
and restrict other workers from b ecoming mem­ 
b ers. 


It wrecks their character b ecau se it teaches 
them that, “We, the people of the United States,” 
in the Preamb le of the Constitu tion, does not mean 
ALL THE PEOPLE, b u t ju st those in the collec­ 
tive b argaining grou p. It teaches them that collec­ 
tive b argaining gives them the right to destroy 
property valu es b y entering into a comb ination to 
sim u ltaneou sly q u it work with the intent of in- 
ju ring their employ er and compelling him to col­ 
lect trib u te for them from his cu stomers. 
It degrades and wrecks their character b ecau se 
it cau ses them to come to b elieve that they have 
a right to treat those they exclu de from the collec­ 
tive b argaining grou p as property ; tha t they 
own them b ody and sou l; that they have a right 
to b e the ju dge as to w hat kind of work it is good 
for them to learn to do. 
And when people come to b elieve that they 
shou ld have rights which others do not have, then 
they have lost all sense of ju stice, dem ocracy and 
all sense of the teachings of Jesu s. 
Tru ly , collective b argaining makes its memb ers 
collectivists and ty rants instead of Americans 
and tru e Christians.

THE LOAD GETS LIGHTER? 
This m ay su rprise y ou , b u t Dr. Ray mond Pearl 
of Johns Hopkins University say s the b u rden on 
the average wage earner today is 20 per cent less 
than it was 100 y ears ago. 
Dr. Pearl retired recently as president of the 
American Statistical Association, and statisticians 
like to astonish the world with new array s of 
figu res. If y ou ’ve got the knack, y ou can make 
statistics work for y ou like a trio of trained 
seals. 
Any way , Dr. Pearl figu res it ou t this way : 
A centu ry ago, there were 1084 person su pported 
b y every 1000 wage earners b etween the ages of 
15 and 50. Today , the professor has calcu lated, 
there are only 880 dependents per 1000 workers 
in the same age category . Presu mab ly , that means 
modern workers have fewer children, fewer in­ 
laws dependent on them for su pport. 
It’s all very interesting, b u t where does it get 
u s? After all, there weren’t 9,500,000 people u n­ 
employ ed 100 y ears ago.

Associated Gas 
Jackson b elieves that at the 
root of political corru ption are 
economic interests which fatten 
off these machines and keep them 
in power.

Morality is b ased on freedom of 
will, self-determination. This is 
the natu ral law governing moral 
b eings, and is as inviolate as the 
laws governirfg the phy sical u ni­ 
verse.

b ru te, whose only expression is 
animalism. He retu rns to instinc­ 
tive life, with all its b eastiality , 
hatred, mu rder and immorality .

he wou ld give 
the Senator a nice prize if he wou ld 
su pply particu lars as to how this 
cou ld b e done. 
The ob viou s reply was the one 
made b y Senator Taft, in qu oting Mr. 
Roosevelt’s campaign speeches of 
1932, when he was telling the cou ntry 
how to b alance Mr. Hoover’s b u dget. 
It is tru e that Mr. Roosevelt knew at 
that time how to b alance the b u dget, 
and he also knew then all ab ou t the 
dangers and evils of deficit financing. 
This little tilt, so su ggestive of the 
heavy fighting that will develop in the 
cou rse of the campaign, has a deeper 
significance. When the President of­ 
fered a prize for good b u dget-b alanc­ 
ing su ggestions, was he merely b eing 
facetiou s, or was there a note of ear­ 
nestness, even of desperation, b ehind 
the raillery ? Senator Taft said that 
Mr. Roosevelt had ju st forgotten, 
since 1932, what he then knew ab ou t 
b u dget b alancing. If this were all, 
then the tilt was ju st good clean fu n. 
Bu t is it all? Is it only a matter of 
recalling what may have b een forgot­ 
ten, or is it a matter of lacking the 
particu lar kind of capacity requ ired 
for su ch a job ? The President may 
have b een more in earnest in offer­ 
ing a prize for help on his b iggest 
|ob than he appeared to b e. He may 


have b een admitting in this indirect 
way that the job is entirely b ey ond 
him. 
Su ch an interpretation is not too 
far-fetched when the su ccessive 
b u dget messages are recalled. In tho 
ea: ly y ears there were definite prom­ 
ises of a b alanced b u dget, and definite 
assu rances that the b alance was sim­ 
ply b eing delay ed for a little time, 
while some other things, all clearly 
charted, were b eing done. This line 
has disappeared from the later mes­ 
sages. It has b een replaced b y a de­ 
fense mechanism which consists of 
assertions and statistics pu rporting to 
snow that there has not b een mu ch 
of a real deficit after all. These later 
b u dget messages create the impres­ 
sion that every effort was b eing ex- 
erted to make a virtu e ou t of neces­ 
sity . And. of cou rse, if the President 
is really u nab le to b alance the b u dg­ 
et, the b est procedu re is to stop talk­ 
ing ab ou t why it has not b een done 
and to b egin imply ing that a deficit 
is not su ch a b ad thing.

I say almost becau se 
' one never can be positive abou t a 
ch Ud’s o r any h u m an being’s be­ 
h avior as long as h e lives. 
One 
can g o only by experience, per­ 
sonal and th a t of th ose of au ­ 
th ority. 
The Inquisitiv e Instinct 
Health y ch ildren are more th an 
likely, a t one time or anoth er, to 
experiment with a h elp-you rself 
idea. Usu ally th is idea appears in 
th e early years, first as th e ac­ 
qu isitive instinct 
wh ich 
drives 
ch ildren to collect odds and ends 
wh erever th ey find th em. A little 
later as th e drive of th e personal 
self to extend its power by add­ 
ing th ings u nto it. 
Still later, 
abou t th e pre-adolescent age, we 
are likely to find ch ildren wh o 
pilfer money from

atrist can do little u ntil th e pa­ 
tient W ISHES deeply, to be cu red. 
Th en h e h as a good ch ance.
